ANOTHER ROMAN BOMB. 
Anarchists Nearly Wreck a Military Head 
quarter* -A Boy's Pluck Prevents at 
Awrol Kaploefcx.. 

Bomk, March 2«. — Following- close 
upon the unsuccessful attempt to blow 
up the Anoint Mattel palace the real- 
dence at the Hon. William Porter, 
American minister to Italy, ancther dy- 
namite outrage was attempted Satur- 
day at the Palazzo Altleri, the head- 
quarters of the Ouardla Nobll, one oi 
the military organizations whose duty 
It is to attend the pope and to be pres- 
ent at tfreat religious functions at the 
Vatican. 

Early Saturday morning a boy who 
was passing the Palazzo Altierl saw a 
mass of what he, at first, thought was 
mortar lying upon the steps of the 
palace. 

With boyish curiosity he run up the 
steps and was surprised to see a burn- 
ing fuse extending from the mass. 
The boy at once stamped out the fuse 
with his feet and then notified, tho 
police. 

Gendarmes were sent to the palt 
and were not long in ascertaining that 
what the boy had at first mistaken for 
a mass of mortar was a powerful bomb 
containing dynamite or other high ex- 

The bomb was encased In a thick 
coatingof plaster of paris, which, in the 
opinion of experts, would have ad ' " 
to the destruction that would have b 
wrought had an explosion occurred. 

A number of arrests of anarchists 
have been made recently, and this fact 
has apparently caused the friends of the 
men arrested to attempt these outrages 
aa a means of revenge. 

It has transpired since the affair of 
Friday at the Mattel Palace that the 
police have been warned from some un- 
known source that attempts would be 
made to cause explosio 
parts of the city. 

Notwithstanding the warning the 
miscreants who planned Saturday's 
affair had no tumble in placing their 
bomb on the steps of the Palazzo Altierl, 
which is one of the beat known build- 
ings In the city. 

Orders have now been issued, how- 
ever, that a strict watch be kept on all 
suspicious characters, and the police 
hope to soon have the conspirators In 
custody. 

Another warning was received Satur- 
day that further attempts would shortr 
ly be made to cause other ex plosions. 

BLUE LAWS 
OeUlns; tha Pittsburgh Papers Into Hot 
Water - A Big Fight On Against Sunday 
Kdltlona. 

PrTTsnuRGii, Pa., March 80.— Having 
succeeded in Btopping the Sunday sale 
of ice cream, soda water, candy and 
cigars, the friends of the blue laws en- 
acted by the state legislature nearly a 
century ago are trying to compel the 
four Sunday newspapers to suspend 
publication on that day. These blue 
laws apply to the entire state, but no 
attempt to enforce them has been made 
outside this (Allegheny) county. 

The act of 1704 provides a penalty of 
a fine of M and costs. In 1*V>, in re- 
sponse to the appeals of the ultra relig- 
ious element in this section, the penalty 
was increased to 125 and costs, to apply 
to this county alone. 

The legislature meets every twe 
years, and at the last session Mr. Fow, 
of Philadelphia, introduced a bill to 
exempt the articles named above (ex- 
cept newspapers), from the operation 
of the law. It was defeated by the 
country members, Philadelphia and 
Plttsburgh«tandlng solidly together in 
Its favor. No mention of Sunday news- 
papers was made in Mr. Fow*a bill, be- 
cause the crusade against them had not 
yet commenced and was not even an- 
ticipated. Three bills were introduced 
at the present session. Mr. Fow intro- 
duced his old measure, 

There was also one exempting the 
newspapers. The other provided for an 
extension of the $26 fine to the balance 
of the state. All have been negatively 
reported by the committees, and there 
will be a hot fight to place them on the 
calendar.

The President Will Not Regard the 
Recommendation of Senators 



In Selecting Men la Pergonal. 

Washiitoton, March 20. — President 
Cleveland has again cast consternation 
Into the ranks of the office-seekers. He 
has announced that he does not propose 
to follow the recommendations of men 
In congress in the selection of officers 
who serve the interests of an entire 
state or district who represent this 
country abroad.

TREMONT TEMPLE BURNS. 



Bostok, Mass., March 20.— At 7:40 
Sunday morning fire was discovered In 
the Tremont temple which is located 
on Tremont between School and Bloom- 
Held streets. The Are was first seen by 
the policeman on the beat who rushed 
to the Parker house Just adjoining and 
turned in an alarm from a private box 
of the hotel. In less time than it takes 
to twll the story the whole temple was 
In flames. The temple is a building of 
about the same proportions as Dr. Tal- 
mage's tabernacle in Brooklyn, N. V. 
It will seat between 5,000 and tj.000 
people. 

The Interior of the temple was soon 
ntlrely in flames before the firemen 
could reach the scene. A general alarm 
turned In and all the fire engil 
he city quickly responded, bot it 
Impossible to check the passage of 
the flames, in an hour's time the mag' 
ificent temple was in ruins. The loss 
i the building Is estimated at (350,000. 
or a time it was feared that the 
urkcr house, the once swell hotel of 
ostr.n would be destroyed. The Parker 
ouse is an eight-story building cover- 
g nearly an entire block. 
The guests were quickly aroused from 
late Sunday morning naps and though 
there was considerable excitement in 
the vicinity of the hotel the damage to 
the house itself will not amount to 
130,000. 

This is the third time that Tremont 
temple has been destroyed by fire. 
Nearly five hundred persons were in 
the Parker house, but all escaped with- 
out Injuries. Butler's dry goods store, 
adjoining the temple, and the Burn- 
ham building between the temple and 
the Parker house, were completely del- 
uged and badly damaged by smoke and 
water. The Parker house, Lublns' 
drug store, Mrs. 8. A. McDonald's drug 
store and a number of small con 
in the basement of the temple 
gutted by the flames. 

Sunday night the roof of the Tremont 
Temple was open to the sky and thi 
back wall ready to fall. Nothing ru 
mained of the celebrated organ, tin 
largest iu the world, but a mass o 
twisted pipe, and a cataract of WHte 
was pouring down the staircase. Th 
hall under the temple i» in ten feet of 
water. The temple is Insured for 
(100. The old stores and building
